MINUTES  OF  THE  ANNUAL  MEETING  FOR  1872. 


Nuuanu,  June  8th,  1872. 

The  "Hawaiian  Mission  Children's  Society"  held  their 
Twentieth  Annual  Meeting  at  the  house  of  Mrs.  H.  A.  P. 
Carter.  The  meeting  was  called  to  order  by  President 
S.  E.  Bishop,  and  opened  with  singing,  and  a  prayer  by 
Rev.  A.  O.  Forbes. 

The  minutes  of  the  Board  meeting  were  read  and  ap- 
proved. The  following  candidates  proposed  by  the  Board, 
were  admitted  by  the  Society  :  Mrs.  M.  R.  Hallett  and  S. 
H.  Van  Cleve. 

The  election  of  officers  for  the  ensuing  year,  resulted  as 
follows  :

The  following  members  were  declared,  by  ballot  vote, 
Board  of  Editors  for  the  ensuing  six  months,  viz  :

Mr.  and  Mrs.  A.  F.  Judd  were  appointed  Musical  Com- 
mittee for  the  coming  three  months. 

The  collection  of  the  evening,  together  with  several  dona- 
tions and  nine  Life-memberships,  amounted  to  $151.10; 
thus  leaving  us  a  balance  to  commence  our  new  year.  The 
Board  proposed  the  same  appropriations  as  the  past  year, 
with  the  exception  of  a  change  from  the  usual  support  of  a 
missionary  to  the  support  of  children  of  Hawaiian  mis- 
sionaries. 

An  inquiry  was  made  as  to  the  cause  of  the  Board's 
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change  in  the  appropriations  of  our  Society.  The  Corres- 
ponding Secretary  then  read  a  letter  from  our  cousin,  Rev. 
J.  F.  Pogue,  (Corresponding  Secretary  of  the  Hawaiian 
Board,)  as  the  reason  of  such  a  change,  wherein  he  strongly 
recommended  that  we  undertake  the  support  of  the  children 
of  Hawniian  missionaries,  rather  than  that  of  a  missionary, 
who  could  be  supported  by  the  Hawaiian  Board.  After 
considerable  discussion  as  to  whether  we  should  adopt  the 
change,  a  motion  was  made  and  carried,  that  we  adjourn 
and  meet  at  Mrs.  Dickson's  on  the  following  Monday  even- 
ing, for  the  purpose  of  considering  and  deciding  the  matter.

THE  ADJOURNED  ANNUAL  MEETING 

Met  according  to  adjournment  of  the  last  meeting,  at 
Mrs.  Dickson's,  on  Monday  evening,  June  10th,  1872 — 
President  Bishop  in  the  chair — and  the  meeting  was  opened 
in  the  usual  manner. 

Minutes  of  the  Annual  Meeting  were  read  and  accepted. 
A  motion  was  made  and  carried,  that  each  item  of  the  ap- 
propriation list,  proposed  by  the  Board,  be  considered  and 
acted  upon  separately.  The  following  is  a  list  of  the  appro- 
priations for  the  coming  year  which  were  voted  upon,  item 
by  item,  the  second  and  third  being  well  discussed  :

Motion  made  and  carried,  that  the  July  meeting  be  held 
at  the  residence  of  Mr.  E.  P.  Adams. 

After  singing  a  verse  of  the  Missionary  Hymn,  and  bene- 
diction by  Rev.  A.  O.  Forbes,  the  meeting  adjourned  to 
meet  on  Saturday  evening,  at  the  lecture-room  of  Fort  St. 
Church,  for  the  purpose  of  listening  to  the  retiring  Presi- 
dent's address  and  the  reports.

THE  ANNIVERSARF  MEETING 

Was  held  according  to  adjournment,  in  the  lecture-room  of 
Fort  Street  Church,  June  15th,  1872.  President  Bingham 
occupied  the  chair ;  and  the  meeting  was  opened  by  a  prayer 
by  Rev.  W.  Frear.  The  minutes  of  the  preceding  meeting 
were  approved,  with  the  exception  of  a  slight  error.  Then 
followed  the  Annual  Reports  of  the  Secretary,  Correspond- 
ing Secretary  and  Treasurer  ;  also  the  retiring  President's 
Address;  all  of  which  were  listened  to  with  much  interest, 
and  will  be  found  in  the  following  pages. 

As  the  amount  of  Rev.  S.  Kauwealoha's  salary,  which 
had  been  voted  last  year,  had  not  been  paid,  it  was  voted 
to  pay  it  over  to  the  Hawaiian  Board,  and  to  report  it  in 
the  Annual  Report. 

Voted,  that  400  copies  of  this  Annual  Report  be  printed. 

In  response  to  the  invitation  from  the  Chair,  remarks 
were  made  by  Dr.  Damon,  Mr.  Carter,  Rev.  Mr.  Forbes, 
and  Dr.  Wetmore. 

President  Bingham  read  a  cordial  invitation  from  the 
Principal  of  the  Kawaiahao  School,  to  all  present  to  attend 
the  Examination  of  the  School,  to  take  place  the  Tuesday 
following. 

The  meeting  closed  with  singing  part  of  the  Missionary 
Hymn. 


REPORT  OF  THE  RECORDING  SECRETARY. 


Again  the  time  has  arrived  when  the  Recording  Secre- 
tary is  expected  to  act  in  accordance  with  Article  1st,  Sec. 
3d,  of  the  By-Laws,  and  in  consequence  respectfully  sub- 
mits the  following  abstract  report  of  the  proceedings  of  the 
Society  during  the  past  year. 

There  have  been  eleven  meetings  during  the  year, 
held  in  the  various  residences  from  Nuuanu  to  Punahou. 
The  meeting  in  January  was  omitted  on  account  of  the 
great  interest  shown  in  the  daily  prayer-meetings  during 
that  month. 
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The  attendance  in  number  has  come  up  to  the  general 
average,  but  your  Secretary  regrets  that  he  is  obliged  to  re- 
port the  same  fact  that  his  predecessors  have  often  done  for 
the  past  few  years,  that  at  least  two-thirds  of  the  members 
who  regularly  attend  our  meetings,  are  children.  He  does 
not  state  this  because  he  would  have  any  of  them  stay 
away — far  from  it ;  for  so  many  younger  members  seem  to 
give  promise  of  perpetuity  to  our  Society.  Still,  we  can- 
not afford  to  lose  the  influence  of  the  presence  of  our  older 
and  wiser  cousins  :  their  faces  would  not  only  gladden  our 
hearts,  but  it  would  be  more  profitable  in  a  financial  point 
of  view,  if  they  were  in  regular  attendance.  We  have  this 
coming  year  decided  to  increase  our  appropriations,  and  it 
is  desirable  that  every  cousin  should  feel  a  personal  respons- 
ibility that  these  efforts  of  ours  should  prosper. 

The  meetings  have  sustained  their  usual  interest  through- 
out the  year.  The  Maile  Wreath  has  been  well  conducted, 
and  we  have  listened  to  many  communications  from  cousins 
traveling  in  Europe,  which  have  rendered  the  meetings 
particularly  interesting  as  well  as  instructive. 

The  Musical  Committees  have  been  faithful  in  the  per- 
formance of  their  duties,  and  their  exertions  have  been  ap- 
preciated by  all  who  have  attended  the  meetings.

REPORT  OF  THE  CORRESPONDING  SECRETARY. 


The  second  decade  of  our  Society  closes  to-night.  The 
record  of  twenty  years  is  one  of  progress.  Comparing  the 
first  Annual  .Report  with  this  twentieth,  which  is  presented 
to-night,  we  feel  sure  will  almost  surprise  even  ourselves. 
To  God  be  all  the  glory  of  what  has  been  accomplished, 
and  may  another  ten  years  surprise  us  still  more. 

As  we  compare  the  past  with  the  present,  we  find  that 
five  sons  and  two  daughters  of  this  mission  are  now  foreign 
missionaries,  viz  :  Rev.  H.  Bingham  to  Micronesia ;  Rev. 
L.  H.  Gulick  and  Mr.  Win.  H.  Gulick  to  Spain ;  Rev.  John 
T.  Gulick  to  China ;  Rev.  O.  H.  Gulick  and  Mrs.  Anna 
Clark  Gulick  to  Japan,  and  Miss  Cyrene  Van  Duzee  to  Tur- 
key ;  while  four  sons  of  the  mission  are  laboring  in  the  home 
mission  work  on  these  islands,  viz :  Rev.  S.  E.  Bishop,  Rev. 
A.  O.  Forbes,  Rev.  H.  H.  Parker  and  Rev.  J.  P.  Green. 
Rev.  T.  G.  Thurston  is  preaching  in  California,  and  Rev. 
J.  P.  Chamberlain  in  Wisconsin. 

The  number  of  missionary  daughters  engaged  in  the 
various  boarding  schools  on  these  islands  is  ten;  making 
twenty-one  of  the  descendants  of  this  mission  engaged  in 
direct  missionary  work. 

We  regret  that  our  Society  is  not  in  correspondence  with 
all  the  cousins  in  foreign  lands.  Letters  of  interest  from 
Japan  and  Turkey  have  been  received  by  individual  mem- 
bers of  the  Society,  and  parts  of  these  have  been  read  before 
the  meetings  in  Honolulu. 

We  have  received  this  year  a  report  from  the  lips  of  the 
Rev.  H.  Bingham,  of  his  work  in  the  Gilbert  Islands,  dur- 
ing his  late  trip,  and  a  very  brief  letter  from  Rev.  S.  Kau- 
wealoha,  of  the  Marquesas  Mission.  The  latter  states  that 
his  school  prospers,  and  several  of  the  pupils  give  evidence 
of  a  change  of  heart.  Father  Alexander,  who  went  as  del- 
egate to  the  Marquesas  Mission  this  spring,  gave  it  as  his 
testimony  that  this  boarding  school  was  the  brightest  spot 
in  all  that  mission. 

It  is  with  sincere  sorrow  that  we  record  the  death  of  Rev. 
H.  Aea,  whom  we  had  hoped  would  be  personally  present 
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on  this  anniversary  night  with  us.  We  have  for  ten  years 
contributed  towards  the  support  of  Kev.  Mr.  Aea  or  his 
family,  and  during  three  years  have  felt  that  he  was,  in  a 
sense,  our  missionary.  Deeply  interesting  letters,  full  of 
pathos,  poetry  and  affection,  have  been  written  by  him  to 
our  band,  and  we  truly  feel  that  he  had  a  powerful  influ- 
ence in  a  wakoning  interest  in  the  foreign  field,  and  thus  in- 
creasing our  contributions.  His  last  letter,  received  by 
return  of'  the  Morning  Star,  was  not  translated,  as  usual, 
by  your  Secretary,  since  in  the  Providence  ol  God  he  was 
obliged  to  return  himself,  and  was  able  personally  to  meet 
the  Society.  Mrs.  Deborah  Aea  died  on  the  3d  of  Septem- 
ber, 1871,  on  the  Island  of  Mejuro.  Almost  her  latest 
words  were  a  touching  message  of  love  to  the  Hawaiian 
Mission  Children's  Society.  Gratitude,  it  has  been  some- 
times said,  is  a  sentiment  unknown  to  Hawaiians  ;  but  we 
have  reason  to  know  otherwise  in  the  case  of  these  two. 
Few  foreign  missionaries,  of  any  nationality,  have  so  truly 
and  deeply  expressed  gratitude  for  favors  done  them  ;  and 
when  we  assumed  the  support  of  two  children,  and  espe- 
cially of  the  tenderly-beloved  only  daughter,  little  Rachel, 
and  members  of  this  Society  took  her  to  their  hearts  as  a 
child,  we  may  safely  say  we  bound  those  parents'  hearts  to 
us  in  ties  that  time  has  not  severed  and  eternity  shall  yet 
reveal.  A  severe  cold,  taken  by  Mr.  Aea  in  the  month  of 
May,  settled  speedily  into  lung-fever,  and  his  lungs  being 
already  far  gone,  the  disease  did  rapid  work.  After  a  fort- 
night of  intense  suffering,  he  passed  away  into  the  joy  of 
his  Lord  on  the  afternoon  of  May  27th.  On  the  evening 
of  May  18th,  when  he  expected  every  hour  would  be  his 
last,  he  said  to  one  of  the  missionary  mothers  who  had 
stepped  in  to  see  him,  "I  hear  that  the  Missionary  Child- 
ren meet  to-night  at  Miss  Bingham's ;  tell  them  I  leave  my 
children  to  their  Society."  His  only  earthly  solicitnde  was 
for  his  beloved  orphans.  A  few  days  later  your  Secretary  | 
called  on  him,  and,  on  alluding  to  the  subject,  he  said,  while 
every  word  was  uttered  with  painful  effort,  "  I  have  made 
my  will.  My  wishes  are  all  written  down.  I  desire  to 
have  Hezekiah  and  Rachel  remain  the  beneficiaries  of  your 
Society.     The  others  I  leave  to  my  brother."     We  assured 
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him  we  would  endeavor  to  feel  an  interest  in  them  all,  and 
that  the  Hawaiian  Board,  as  well  as  our  Society,  would  be 
interested  for  them.  We  learn  that  no  immediate  assist- 
ance is  required  for  the  three  youngest,  who  are  all  pro- 
vided with  good  homes. 

Coming  now  to  the  general  subject  of  Correspondence  : 
Your  Secretary  is  sorry  to  state  that  the  very  earnest  ap- 
peal in  the  last  report  for  letters  has  met  with  no  special 
response.  We  bear  in  mind,  however,  that  the  cares  and 
responsibilities  of  life  press  very  heavily  on  many  of  our  cous- 
ins in  the  Fatherland,  and  will  exonerate  them  from  any  lack 
of  aloha,  for  we  have  proofs  of  the  interest  of  a  few.  Mr. 
S.  C.  Armstrong,  who  is  Principal  of  the  Hampton  Normal 
School  for  the  education  of  Freedmen,  has  sent  regularly 
the  copies  of  the  Southern  Workman,  an  excellent  newspa- 
per "  devoted  to  the  industrial  classes  of  the  South,"  of 
which  he  is  the  editorial  manager.  We  intend  to  subscribe 
for  the  paper,  and  would  suggest  to  all  his  old  friends  the 
propriety  of  lending  a  helping  hand  in  the  same  way.  We 
consider  that  his  work  is  very  nearly  akin  to  our  own  of 
Home  Missions. 

Mr.  Saml.  L.  Conde,  a  member  of  the  Auburn  Theologi- 
cal Seminary,  sends  us  a  report  for  the  present  year,  with 
another  original  hymn  of  his  own  composing. 

During  the  last  five  years,  those  of  our  number  who  study 
the  few  pages  devoted  to  the  names  of  members  at  the  end 
of  the  Annual  .Reports,  have  no  doubt  wondered  a  little  at 
a  number  of  strange  names  hailing  from  Boston,  Mass., 
querying  whether  or  no,  so  many  of  our  island  daughters 
had  taken  to  themselves  husbands  in  that  •'  Athens  of  Ame- 
rica." We  feel  that  it  is  but  just  to  make  an  explanation, 
and  introduce  to  you  our  new  circle  of  warm-hearted  friends, 
who  prove  their  devotion  by  their  constant  contributions. 
Your  Secretary,  feeling  the  need  of  some  facts  in  regard  to 
this  Ladies'  Society  in  Boston,  wrhich  was  becoming  so  fast 
linked  to  our  own,  wrote  a  short  note  to  Mrs.  M.  V.  Hooker, 
soon  after  the  last  Annual  Meeting,  and  received  in  reply  a 
most  frank,  cordial  letter,  with  an  account  of  the  forming  of 
the  Ladies'  Society  of  Essex  Street  Church,  Boston,  which, 
she  says,  was  formed  in  1860.     "  Its  principal  object,"  she 
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says,  "  was  to  interest  young  people  in  the  missionary 
werk."  The  first  donations  were  sent  to  the  Bulgarian 
Mission,  and  afterwards  they  assumed  the  support  of  a  girl 
in  the  Boarding  School  of  the  Madura  Mission.  In  the 
year  1866,  Mrs.  Hiram  Bingham  attended  one  of  their 
meetings,  and  they  became  interested  in  our  Cousins'  So- 
ciety, and  in  the  enterprtse,  (then  only  projected,  now  so 
successfully  in  operation,)  the  Kawaiahao  Seminary,  and 
they  gave  a  donation  of  $50  to  Miss  Lydia  Bingham,  (then 
on  the  way  out,)  to  be  expended  in  any  way  she  chose  for 
the  school.  We  would  here  state,  in  passing,  that  this  mo- 
ney was  expended  by  Miss  Bingham  in  repairing  and  fit-, 
ting  up  the  present  pleasant  school-room.  Mrs.  Hooker 
introduced,  as  well  as  she  was  able  to  in  her  letter,  the  dif- 
ferent ladies  who  have  been  made  life-members  of  our  So- 
ciety. This  letter  has  been  answered  by  your  Secretary, 
and  we  may  hear  again  more  directly  from  them.  The 
Principal  of  Kawaiahao  Seminary  informs  us  that  this  same 
Society  has  paid  $25  a  year  for  the  support  of  one  pupil, 
for  the  five  years  it  has  been  in  operation. 

A  circular  letter,  with  a  candid  statement  of  our  finances, 
and  an  appeal  for  funds,  was  sent  to  press  by  your  Secre- 
tary, April  22d,  and  as  soon  as  possible  mailed  to  all  the 
cousins  in  Hawaii  nei.  We  feel  strengthened  and  cheered, 
in  a  high  degree,  by  the  many  and  most  generous  responses 
received  to  that  circular.  We  leave  it  to  the  Treasurer's 
Report  to  show  the  results.  We  feel  that  this  very  effort 
shows  what  we  are  capable  of  doing,  and  how  much  good 
might  be  accomplished  by  more  frequent  printed  communi- 
cations. 

We  must  now  briefly  mention  the  subject  of  Education. 
The  Kawaiahao  Seminary  maintains  its  usual  prosperous 
course.  The  general  health  of  the  school  has  been  very 
good  the  past  year.  Several  of  the  oldest  pupils  have  left, 
one  or  two  of  whom  have  been  married,  but  the  number  is 
kept  full  by  fresh  admissions.  The  Principal  informs  us 
that  over  three  hundred  and  twenty-five  garments,  large 
and  small,  have  been  made  by  the  pupils  this  year,  and 
they  have  received  for  their  crochet  and  other  fancy  work, 
done  for  people  outside  the  school,  the  sum  of  $50,  nearly 
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all  ol  which  sum  has  been  devoted  to  various  benevolent 
objects.  At  the  present  time  all  the  teachers  show  their 
need  of  a  vacation,  and  we  trust  that  this  may  be  secured 
to  them,  separately,  if  in  no  other  way.  We  deeply  regret 
that  the  invaluable  services  of  Miss  Margaret  Flaxman 
must  be  withdrawn  from  the  institution  this  summer,  as 
she  is  about  to  return  to  England.  We  shall  ever  cherish 
her  name  with  highest  esteem.  No  person  to  fill  her  place 
has  yet  been  secured. 

The  Waialua  Seminary  has  almost  regained,  in  this  one 
short  year,  its  former  standing  and  popularity,  under  the 
admirable  and  unwearied  efforts  of  Miss  Margaret  £. 
Green,  with  the  assistance  of  Miss  Nina  Goodale,  one  of 
our  adopted  cousins,  and  the  Misses  Pogue,  who  have  lent 
a  helping  hand.  A  deeply  interesting  report,  prepared  by 
Miss  Green  for  the  Trustees  of  the  school,  was  copied  by 
one  of  them,  and  read  before  the  Society  at  a  late  meeting. 
A  public  examination  of  this  school  takes  place  July  2d,  to 
which  all  the  cousins  are  invited. 

The  East  Maui  Female  Seminary,  under  the  care  of 
Kev.  and  Mrs.  C.  B.  Andrews  and  Miss  Helen  Carpenter, 
has  also  had  a  rapid  growth  the  past  year.  Starting  from 
the  foundation,  they  have  gathered  back  old  scholars  and 
drawn  in  new  ones,  to  the  number  of  sixty,  and  decided 
progress  has  been  made  during  the  year,  in  many  respects. 
This  school  is  trying  the  experiment  (new  so  far  in  the 
girls'  boarding  schools)  of  giving  the  whole  school  a  vaca- 
tion of  a  month,  a  course  which  was  rendered  imperative 
by  the  small  corps  of  teachers  and  the  overworked  state  of 
the  few.  This  school  is  in  need  of  sympathy  and  substan- 
tial aid.  It  opened  heavily  encumbered  with  debt,  and  has 
received  no  aid  from  the  benevolent  societies,  as  some  other 
of  the  schools  have.  The  assistance  of  the  Government 
will  of  course  increase  from  year  to  year,  if  it  continues  in 
operation.  If  our  Society  could  assist,  in  some  little  meas- 
ure, this  and  Waialua,  it  would  be  gratefully  received. 

The  Koloa  (Kauai)  Boarding  School  is  still  kept  up  by 
our  cousin,  Miss  Emma  Smith,  though  the  number  of  pu- 
pils is  less  than  formerly.  Miss  Fidelia  Lyons  still  con- 
tinues  to  assist  in  her  mother's  Select  School  for  Girls. 
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Miss  E.  Lyons  continues  the  efficient  assistant  of  Father 
Lyman  in  the  Boys'  Boarding  School  at  Hilo. 

PaJama  Reform  School  needs  no  higher  commendation 
than  its  fruits,  which  are  seen  by  all  who  visit  it.  We  re- 
gret exceedingly  that  Miss  Mary  Parker,  whose  manage- 
ment has  so  conduced  to  this  happy  end,  feels  obliged  to 
resign  this  summer,  on  account  of  her  health,  but  will  not 
leave  immediately,  if  no  suitable  person  is  found  to  take 
her  place. 

The  Farm  School  at  Makawao,  has  been  placed  under 
new  management  by  the  Government ;  Mr.  Kavanagh,  for- 
merly of  Hilo  Union  School,  being  made  Principal.  Mrs. 
S.  Thurston  and  Mr.  Harvey  Rogers  continue  there  as  for- 
merly. 

We  have  not  time  nor  space  for  many  remarks  on  per- 
sonal matters  of  the  cousins,  but  we  must  not  omit  to  men- 
tion, with  gratitude,  that  in  the  dreadful  conflagration  in 
Chicago,  last  fall,  our  cousins,  Dr.  H.  M.  Lyman  and  fam- 
ily, and  Mr.  D.  B.  Lyman,  jr.,  and  family,  escaped  with 
lives  and  homes  unscathed,  though,  in  common  with  nearly 
all  the  population,  they  sustained  losses  of  property.  Also, 
we  note  with  the  same  gratitude,  that  Mrs.  Susan  M.  Stur- 
ges  and  her  little  daughter  Juliet,  were  saved  from  the  same 
fire,  when  the  hotel  they  were  stopping  at  was  burned  down. 
Cousin  Hattie  Sturges  too  had  a  narrow  escape  from  fire 
at  the  burniag  of  Oxford  Female  Seminary,  more  than  a 
year  ago. 

We  have  welcomed  back  from  abroad,  Mr.  and  Mrs.  H. 
A.  P.  Carter,  who  so  greatly  contributed  to  the  enjoyment 
of  the  Honolulu  cousins  while  abroad,  by  their  charming 
letters,  and,  since  their  return,  by  articles  on  the  cities  of 
Europe,  written  for  the  Maile  Wreath.  We  wish  our 
printed  Quarterly  were  once  more  in  existence,  that  all  the 
cousins,  from  Hawaii  to  Niihau,  might  share  in  this  pleas- 
ure. Mrs.  P.  C.  Jones  and  children  paid  a  flying  visit  to 
the  East  and  returned,  and  Mr.  and  Mrs.  S.  T.  Alexander 
made  the  trip  to  California  and  back,  returning  fresh  and 
invigorated  by  the  change,  and  bringing  back  with  them 
Mr.  and  Mrs.  J.  M.  Alexander,  who  hope,  vice  versa,  to  re- 
ceive benefit  here,  by  a  year's  residence  in  the  cane-fields. 
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Miss  Sophie  Emerson  spent  nearly  half  the  year  in  Seattle, 
Oregon,  and  returned  two  months  since  with  roses  of 
health.  Miss  Emma  Lyman  has  also  returned  for  a  visit 
to  her  parents.  Mr.  Wm.  Dimond  and  S.  Latimer  Coan 
have  taken  short  vacations  from  San  Francisco  business 
cares  in  their  old  homes,  while  Mr.  A.  F.  Judd,  after  an  ab- 
sence fabulously  short,  returns  with  his  lovely  bride,  who 
promises  to  be  a  rare  acquisition  to  our  number,  and  we  bid 
her  welcome  to  the  cousinhood.

We  have  also  been  in- 
formed of  the  death  of  Mrs.  Lucy  (Locke)  Harman,  who 
was  the  wife  of  Rev.  Elijah  Harman,  of  Winchester,  N.  H., 
and  of  the  bereavement  of  our  cousin  Lulie  Kinney,  of  Mari- 
posa, California,  whose  husband,  Mr.  J.  G.  Rice,  died  sud- 
denly this  spring  of  pneumonia,  while  she  was  absent  from 
home.

At  the  time  when  the  amount  which  was  pledged  for 
Kev.  S.  Kauwealoha,  of  the  Marquesas  Islands,  came  due, 
the  sum  of  $150  was  not  in  the  treasury  ;  and  when  I  was 
informed  by  the  Treasurer  of  the  Hawaiian  Association 
that  he  had  paid  that  amount  from  the  funds  of  that  Society, 
and  that  we  might  pay  or  not,  as  we  were  able  to,  at  the 
end  of  the  year,  J  concluded  to  wait  until  the  time,  if  indeed 
we  might  be  able  to  accomplish  it.  As  it  now  appears,  we 
are  amply  able  to  do  it. 

A  new  proposition  has  baen  laid  before  the  Society,  viz., 
that  we  devote  our  funds  entirely  to  the  education  and  care 
of  the  children  of  Hawaiian  missionaries. 

We  have  not  done  much  of  late  for  the  support  of  mis- 
sionaries abroad,  and  it  seems  to  me,  that  owing  to  the 
favorable  condition  of  the  cause  of  education  on  these  isl- 
ands, whereby,  without  assuming  the  expense  of  carrying 
on  an  institution  of  learning,  we  can,  by  paying  a  very 
reasonable  sum,  receive  all  the  advantages  that  can  be  ac- 
quired in  at  least  three  female  seminaries  and  one  boys' 
boarding-school,  that  our  money  will  be  put  to  as  good  ad- 
vantage in  that  direction  as  in  any  one  other  or  combina- 
tion of  other  channels. 

We  can  reasonably  expect  to  enter  and  provide  for  one 
pupil  at  any  of  the  four  schools  referred  to,  for  the  sum  of 
$60  a  year,  and  our  one  thousand  dollars  per  year,  which 
it  is  now  demonstrated  we  can  surely  raise,  will  give  the 
advantages  of  a  common  school  education  and  home  to  at 
least  sixteen  persons,  at  a  period  in  their  lives  when,  if  not 
under  restraint  and  good  influences,  they  are  open  to  influ- 
ences for  evil,  which,  growing  with  their  growth  and 
strengthening  with  their  strength,  appear  to  master  the 
natural  good  within  the  Hawaiian,  and  to  consign  them  to 
evil  and  to  destruction. 
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With  regard  to  the  financial  condition  of  the  Society,  I 
must  congratulate  the  members  on  the  result  of  the  year. 
To  tell  the  truth,  I  hardly  expected  that  the  $1000  pledged 
would  be  raised,  unless  by  a  determination  which  would 
carry  with  it  the  effect  of  an  effort. 

As  will  be  seen  from  the  column  of  figures,  the  largest 
item  in  the  list  of  receipts  is  from  Monthly  Collections, 
which  amounts  to  $298.86,  averaging  nearly  $25  per  month. 

The  largest  single  contribution  is  $60,  and  1  am  under 
the  impression  that  it  is  one  year's  dues  on  a  pledge  made 
some  time  since  by  the  giver  to  pay  in  $5  a  month. 

While  it  is  always  gratifying  to  complete  the  year  with 
a  full  purse,  and  to  be  assured  of  the  fact  that  the  close  of 
the  year  will  make  up  for  all  deficiencies  during  the  inter- 
val, allow  me  at  this  time,  and  for  the  sake  of  my  successor, 
to  say  that  it  will  be  unpleasant,  sometimes,  as  quarterly 
bills  are  presented,  to  look  at  the  slim  and  supple  buckskin 
bag  (now  plethoric  and  accompanied  by  two  paper  rolls) 
which  I  have  the  honor  to  present  to  him,  and  to  count  the 
months  which  must  intervene  ere  the  blessed  close  of  the 
year  shall  arrive.

ADDRESS  OF  THE  RETIRING  PRESIDENT 


HOW  ONE  TROPICAL  COLONY  HAS  ESCAPED  DEGENERACY. 


Ladies  and  Gentlemen  : — Our  Society  is  now,  by  the 
laws  of  this  kingdom,  of  age.  Twenty  years  have  passed 
since  it  was  organized.  It  was  done  by  a  few  adult  chil- 
dren of  missionaries,  joined  by  a  larger  company  of  youth 
and  children.  Since  that  day  how  great  has  been  the 
change.  All  of  the  original  number  who  now  survive  are 
in  active  life.  The  fair  bud  has  grown  to  a  laden  bough. 
The  youth  of  the  second  generation  are  pouring  into  our 
ranks.  Then  there  were  only  a  very  few  young  married 
couples.  Now  we  number  over  six  hundred  individuals, 
2* 
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forming  a  large  community  of  families,  distributed  over 
the  Islands,  or  respectably  established  abroad,  and  closely 
interlinked  by  social  and  business  ties  with  the  rest  of  the 
foreign  community.  While  not  ourselves  a  separate  body, 
we  form  a  leading  and  influential  component  of  the  foreign 
colonization. 

Still,  we  noticeably  form  a  distinct  body  of  whites  of  trop- 
ical birth.  And  I  propose  to  use  this  occasion  to  look  at 
one  marked  peculiarity  in  our  position,  and  to  indicate  some 
of  the  causes  of  it. 

Our  peculiarity  is  this :  That  we  stand  alone,  among 
all  communities  of  European  blood  and  tropical  nativity, 
in  having  preserved  unimpaired  the  virtue,  intelligence  and 
thrift  of  our  ancestral  race,  avoiding  degeneracy  and  main- 
taining progress. 

As  a  rule,  European  colonies  in  the  tropics  have  hitherto 
beert  failures  in  this  vital  point  of  maintaining  manhood  and 
•virtue;  While  in  such  colonies  foreigners  often  accumulate 
wealth,  their  children  have  been  degenerate.  The  real  work 
has  been  supplied  by  fresh  importations  of  energy  and  in- 
telligence from  the  Motherland,  while  the  tropic-born  white 
in  Indies  East  or  West  has  usually  sunk  down  into  worth- 
lessness. 

This  is  -so  conspicuous  a  fact  that  I  need  not  quote  in- 
stances. The  established  idea  of  the  tropical  European  is 
that  of  indolent  languor,  sensuality,  and  general  incapacity. 
Nor  has  the  vigor  of  Teutonic  blood  exempted  it  from  this 
universal  blight  of  the  torrid  zone,  any  more  than  the  Latin 
races.  In  Jamaica,  Calcutta,  Batavia,  you  will  find  the 
white  native  enfeebled  and  debased,  as  well  as  in  Havana, 
Lima,  Manilla,  the  Mauritius,  or  Cayenne. 

So  far  as  I  know,  this  group  presents  the  only  exception 
to  this  rule  among  all  white  communities  in  the  tropics. 

And  here  the  contrast  is  so  great,  that  we  are  scarcely 
willing  to  listen  to  a  comparison  with  those  degenerate  col- 
onies. The  very  thought  sickens  us,  how  easily  we  might 
have  fallen  behind,  and  been  left  to  grovel,  and  have  failed 
to  keep  our  ancestral  shield  of  valor  and  purity  unstained. 

Thanks  be  to  God,  we  have  somehow  evaded  an  im- 
mense peril,  which  has  wrecked  all  that  is  highest  and  best 


in  life  to  those  in  like  conditions ;  and  we  hold,  and,  God 
helping  us,  shall  doubtless  continue  to  hold  our  hereditary- 
place  in  the  van  of  the  best  vitality  arid  progressiveness  of 
Christendom. 

Those  who  best  know  Us,  see  a  community  of  mainly 
young  people,  in  morals,  the  purest  in  the  World.  I  state 
what  you  all  know,  that  our  average  standard  is  not  merely 
exceptional  as  compared  with  the  destroying  sensuality 
which  has  infected  other  tropical  colonies,  but  is  such  as 
can  only  be  found  in  the  most  quiet  and  sheltered  homes  of 
lands  like  New  England. 

In  intelligence,  and  in  both  special  and  general  culture, 
we  shall  riot  think  it  boasting  to  claim  an  honorable  rank. 
Time  has  not  yet  been  given  to  our  cousins  to  ripen  the  ma- 
turest  fruits  of  culture  in  literary,  scientific  or  professional 
eminence ;  but  we  have  reason  to  expect  that  the  bright  an- 
ticipations of  youthful  scholarship  will  not  be  disappointed. 

In  business  capacity  and  energy,  we  hope  not  to  fall  be- 
hind in  the  race  with  our  friends  from  colder  lands.  It  is 
true  our  energies  are  prone  to  wilt  in  this  perpetual  sum- 
mer. We  lack  winter's  keen  sting  to  nerve  our  drooping 
vigor.  But  this  lack  we  share  with  all  by  our  side,  even 
though  they  knit  their  fibre  in  more  bracing  climes.  Al- 
ready, how  widely  are  places  of  profit  and  honor  filled  by 
our  Hawaiian-born,  and  how  largely  is  the  name  of  a  mis- 
sionary's son  recognized  as  presumptive  of  character  and 
ability.  Yet  we  are  not  fully  represented  here,  since  a 
large  proportion  of  our  most  capable  and  enterprising  men 
have  sought  employment  in  wider  spheres  abroad. 

In  this  happy  preservation  of  character,  in  this  thrift  and 
success,  we  discern  the  kind  and  special  care  of  the  God  of 
our  Fathers,  those  who  came  and  dwelt  here  in  His  Son's 
name  and  for  His  love's  sake.  He  hath  not  forsaken  them 
nor  their  seed  after  them. 

Yet  God's  blessings  usually  descend  upon  men  through 
definite  means  and  adapted  instruments.  It  is  made  our 
duty  and  satisfaction  to  trace  the  line  of  causes  used  by  Him 
in  accomplishing  moral  and  physical  results. 

I  will  therefore  try  to  indicate  what  may  be  considered 
the  chief  sources  of  our  exceptional  prosperity  and  exemp- 
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tion  from  the  common  rule  of  deterioration  in  the  tropics. 
If  in  doing  so  I  state  some  facts  so  familiar  as  to  be  almost 
wearisome  to  hear  again,  my  apology  is,  that  old  things 
and  old  principles  need  to  be  restated  and  put  on  record  for 
the  benefit  of  others  as  well  as  of  ourselves  and  those  who 
shall  succeed  us. 

I  hold  then,  as  foremost  among  those  invigorating  influ- 
ences which  have  combined  to  achieve  this  rare  success, 
the  high  and  special  spiritual  education  which  has  nour- 
ished us.  Our  childhood  and  youth  were  nurtured  in  the 
stimulating  atmosphere  ol  enthusiastic  religious  devoutness. 
Consecration  to  God,  love  to  Christ,  near  taking  hold  of 
eternal  facts,  were  living  and  real  things  before  us  in  the 
hourly  lives  of  those  whose  chief  thoughts  were  for  the 
kingdom  of  God.  Think  of  the  choice  and  thorough  spir- 
itual nurture  we  had  from  parental  lives  and  lips ;  the  word 
of  God  in  its  power  and  fullness ;  the  genial  prayer-meet- 
ing ;  the  pointed  and  tender  sermon ;  the  Eevival,  with  its 
overflowing  power,  and  contrition,  and  joy  of  salvation.  Es- 
pecially the  household  altars,  the  father's  revered  instruc- 
tions, the  mother's  tender  prayers,  the  Scripture  history  and 
Divine  law  and  Gospel  story  made  clear  and  plain,  ready 
to  be  written  by  Divine  power  upon  the  receptive  heart  of 
the  child.  These  things  were  the  wealth  of  our  early 
homes.  We  had  been  intractable  indeed  had  not  these 
influences  wrought  in  our  souls  some  strength  and  elevation 
of  spiritual  life,  whereby  to  cope  with  and  control  those 
lower  and  baser  tendencies  which  all  inherit,  and  to  which 
peculiar  power  is  lent  by  life  among  sensual  races  and  in 
relaxing  climates. 

There  was  also  a  careful  and  judicious  moral  training. 
We  were  restrained  and  chastened  betimes.  Our  parents 
were  no  believers  in  the  let-alone  system.  We  were 
warned  from  evil,  stimulated  and  guided  to  good.  We 
were  wonted  to  homely  domestic  labors  and  ministrations, 
taught  to  Work  for  ourselves  and  to  serve  others.  Our 
parents,  while  toiling  for  the  salvation  of  the  Hawaiian  peo- 
ple, were  profoundly  solicitous  for  the  right  training  of  their 
own  children,  which  was  a  prominent  topic  of  consultation jj 
at  their  annual  gatherings. 
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A  conspicuous  influence  of  much  value,  has  been  a  pecu- 
liar care  for  intellectual  culture. 

An  essential  conserving  influence  of  an  unusual  nature 
was  the  generally  adopted  system  of  strict  seclusion  in 
childhood  from  intercourse  with  the  native  people.  You 
well  know,  how  strict  and  vigilant  this  tabu  has  been,  and 
how  for  the  most  part,  as  parents,  we  adhere  to  the  same 
tradition.  IN  one  know,  or  could  conceive,  without  personal 
observation,  the  nameless  taint  that  pervades  the  whole 
garrulous  talk  and  gregarious  life  of  all  heathen  people, 
and  above  which  our  poor  Hawaiian  friends  have  not  yet 
generally  risen.  Our  parents  wisely  heeding  the  early 
and  earnest  warnings  given  by  Messrs.  Tyerman  and  Ben- 
net,  of  the  English  Deputation,  adopted  from  the  outset 
the  policy  of  seclusion,  whereby  we  spent  our  childish  years 
even  in  ignorance  of  the  Hawaiian  language,  and  in  an 
absoluteness  of  innocence  unparalleled  elsewhere  in  the 
world.  No  careful  observer  can  doubt  that  a  direct  cause 
and  one  of  the  strongest  ones  of  the  early  degeneracy  of 
the  families  of  European  colonists  in  tropical  climates,  has 
been  the  unrestrained  association  of  the  children  with  ne- 
gro and  native  servants,  whose  filthiness,  lying,  superstition, 
and  animal  aims,  became  ingrained  into  their  infant  na- 
tures. From  the  taint  of  this  leprosy  we,  as  a  class,  have 
been  happily  exempted. 

The  perils  were  great  which  endangered  the  youth  of  the 
missionary  colony.  That  these  perils  were  surmounted, 
was  due,  as  we  have  seen,  chiefly  to  vigilant  parental  watch 
and  care,  and  to  high  spiritual  culture. 

Our  revered  parents,  so  many  of  whom  survive  to  wit- 
ness the  prosperity  of  their  children,  may  rejoice  therein, 
not  only  as  an  individual  honor  and  blessing,  but  chiefly  as 
promising  to  ensure  the  ultimate  completion  and  success  of 
the  enterprise  to  which  their  lives  have  been  devoted. 

The  lifting  up  of  the  Hawaiian  race,  and  establishing 
them  on  a  solid  foundation  of  Christian  civilization,  yet 
lacks  completeness.  Beyond  all  other  defects,  the  native 
people  are  wanting  in  the  vital  element  of  the  established 
family,  with  its  parental  watch  and  responsibility.  The 
beauty  of  the  guarded  garden  of  childhood,  of  the  house- 
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hold's  sheltered  fold,  of  the  mother's  nurturing  care,  is  the 
wanting  feature  of  Hawaiian  life.  Hence  the  fatal  blight 
still  rests  on  the  people,  and  it  wastes  away.  Were  the 
Fathers  to  depart,  leaving  the  moral  future  of  these  islands 
to  only  such  saving  influences  as  the  Church  among  Hawa- 
iians  could  unaided  exert,  their  hearts  might  well  sink  with 
the  apprehension  that  much  of  the  fabric  they  had  spent 
the  toil  of  their  lives  to  erect,  would  soon  crumble  into  ruin. 
But  they  see  that,  by  God's  leading,  they  have  planted,  in 
a  way  they  had  not  planned,  a  church  and  people  from 
their  own  loins,  who  shall  perpetuate  their  piety  and  their 
religious  culture,  and  shall  carry  out  through  patient  and 
toiling  years,  whatever  of  good  the  Fathers  have  begun. 

This  Society  is  a  special  embodiment  of  our  purpose  so 
to  do,  our  standing  pledge  and  token  that  we  feel  the  high 
moral  and  spiritual  honor  of  our  birth,  and  mean  to  be  faith- 
ful to  the  responsibilities  which  it  entails  upon  us. 

How  then  shall  we,  and  those  who  come  with  us,  or 
who  shall  follow  after  us,  best  perpetuate  and  multiply  the 
blessings  which  we  have  inherited? 

Our  childhood  having  been  protected  by  parental  love 
from  the  contaminations  of  the  surrounding  heathenism,  it 
is  now  for  us  to  guard  ourselves,  and  especially  our  child- 
ren, from  the  more  seductive,  if  less  obviously  ruinous 
influences  which  have  come  in  with  civilized  society,  and 
which  will  continue  to  increase  as  our  intercourse  grows 
with  surrounding  lands.  The  earlier  source  of  contamina- 
tion is  probably  less  imminent  in  its  danger,  although  it 
still  exists,  and  every  prudent  parent  will  carefully  guard 
against  it,  as  against  all  the  corruptions  of  street  life  in  any 
locality.  But  diversified  and  fascinating  incitements  for  in- 
flaming the  lower  nature  and  darkening  and  quenching  the 
higher  life,  abound  in  civilized  lands  as  well  as  in  the  un- 
disguised grossness  of  heathenism.  In  luxurious  tropical 
climates  like  ours,  the  attack  of  these  incitements  is  more 
decisive  and  fatal  than  in  latitudes  where  winter  adminis- 
ters the  spur  of  necessity  to  awaken  from  carelessness,  and 
to  curb  indulgence  at  a  point  short  of  entire  dissoluteness. 
The  fever  of  dissipation  is  frozen  out  before  it  becomes  ab- 
solutely epidemic,  as  it  so  easily  does  here.     The  practices 
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as  well  as  aims  which  are  sanctioned,  if  not  positively  dic- 
tated, by  the  world  of  social  culture  and  fashion,  belong  to 
the  lower  and  not  to  the  higher  life,  and  here  the  power  of 
resistance  to  their  inflaming  tendency  is  bereft  of  the  aids 
enjoyed  in  sterner  climes.  Even  there,  degeneracy  of 
youth  is  the  prevailing  law  in  the  fashionable  strata  of  soci- 
ety, where  the  stringent  exigencies  of  necessity  are  lacking 
to  restrain. 

Safety,  then,  from  that  degeneracy  here  is  not  to  be  with 
any  who  shall  make  conventional  opinions  their  guide,  or 
who  shall  heedlessly  suffer  themselves  and  their  children  to 
drift  away  on  the  current  of  destroying  though  disguised 
fashionable  vice.  I  do  not  here  presume  to  dictate  or  teach 
as  to  the  somewhat  disputable  location  of  the  line  which 
divides  wholesome  pleasures  from  those  which  are  inflam- 
ing or  debasing  ;  but  I  am  bound  to  exhort  the  members  of 
this  Society,  that  you  will  transmit  your  inherited  honor 
and  strength  only  as  you  wisely  determine  where  that  line 
is  located,  and  carefully  restrain  your  children  from  trans- 
gressing its  bounds. 

But  while  to  the  utmost  awake  on  this  point,  we  need 
to  be  clearly  aware  that  there  is  no  safety  in  mere  mechan- 
ical seclusion.  Nay,  if  this  is  all,  the  rebound,  when  the 
period  of  restraint  has  ended,  is  often  to  an  extreme  of  in- 
dulgence. Keal  security  from  degenerating  tendencies  is 
only  to  be  found  in  the  powerful  presence  of  the  spiritual 
life  in  our  community,  in  our  families,  in  ourselves,  and 
in  our  children  as  individuals.  Only  this  can  lift  up  the 
man  to  the  higher  plane,  where  he  holds  his  lower  nature 
in  subjection  beneath  him.  Only  this  can  inform  and  vital- 
ize the  whole  inward  being,  invigorating  to  noble  life  and  to 
joyful  action  that  employs  and  satisfies,  so  that  the  hunger 
of  the  lower  life  for  undue  pleasure  is  unfelt.  A  high  and 
active  religious  life  among  us,  I  say,  is  our  only  reliable 
safeguard  for  the  future,  as  it  was  our  effectual  protection 
in  the  past.  If  this  be  in  a  declining  state,  if  there  is  but 
languid  aspiring  of  hearts  for  the  Heavenly  Presence  and 
Divine  solace,  if  vision  of  the  Celestial  world  be  dim,  if 
loyal  love  to  the  Saviour's  kingdom  be  faint  among  us,  it  is 
nearly  fruitless  to  war  against  the  follies  of  the  world.    We 
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and  ours,  though  taught  the  better  way,  will  choose  the 
worse.  We  are  brought  then  directly  to  the  conclusion 
that  it  is  essential  to  our  security  against  our  peculiar  social 
perils,  to  cherish  and  cultivate  to  the  highest  degree  our 
religious  life.  And  this  can  be  done  only  in  the  vigorous 
exercise  of  activity  in  all  lines  of  Christian  work  brought 
under  our  hand.  Ardent  piety  and  loving  activity  are  mutu- 
ally supporting  and  inseparable.  A  merely  introspective, 
self-cultivating  Christian,  much  more  a  selfish  and  slothful 
one,  can  scarcely  find  his  own  salvation,  and  is  quite  inca- 
pable of  saving  his  family.  We  must  be  working,  glowing 
Christians,  burning  with  the  "  Enthusiasm  of  Humanity," 
filled  with  holy  loyalty  to  Jesus  and  His  kingdom,  finding 
in  our  religion  our  strongest  daily  stimulus,  and  our  most 
habitual  and  coveted  joys.  Then  shall  we  kindle  others, 
and  our  neighbors  and  our  children  will  catch  the  sacred 
passion,  even  as  our  own  souls  often  caught  it  in  early  years. 

We  shall  prosper  most  as  a  growing  colony,  benefiting 
our  Hawaiian  fellow-citizens  and  being  benefited  by  them ; 
we  shall  best  help  our  kindred  from  abroad,  meeting  them 
with  the  most  protecting  and  invigorating  influences;  we 
shall  rise  highest  in  influence,  in  all  noble  culture,  in  the 
possession  of  every  genuine  earthly  good,  just  in  proportion 
as  we  heartily  toil  for  the  Kingdom  of  God  and  the  welfare 
of  men,  and  thereby  cultivate  our  Christian  love  and  fan 
our  spiritual  ardor.  We  have  most  fitly,  as  a  Society,  sel- 
ected for  our  peculiar  object,  to  aid  in  the  work  of  Foreign 
Missions,  the  disseminating  abroad  the  knowledge  of  the 
Saviour.  This  work  we  are  to  delight  in,  not  as  a  mere 
tradition  and  point  of  honor,  but  for  its  own  glory  and  its 
peculiar  nearness  to  our  Saviour's  heart. 

With  this,  we  are  to  be  zealously  engaged  in  the  more 
homely,  every-day  labors,  as  well  as  the  special  enterprises 
of  united  beneficence  that  lie  nearer  to  us.  The  work 
abounds — fruitful,  blessed  work ;  it  is  in  our  homes  ;  it  is 
everywhere  around  us.  It  waits  to  minister  to  us  the  rich- 
est religious  culture.  Going  forth  with  Jesus  to  His  labors, 
shall  we  be  nearest  to  Him  as  disciples. 

Thus  abounding  in  good  works,  not  coveting  the  prizes 
of  the  world,  taking  no  great  concern   for  social  rank  or 
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ample  income,  even  this  world  shall  become  ours.  Seeking 
first  the  Kingdom  of  God  and  His  righteousness,  doubtless 
all  things  else  shall  be  added  unto  us.  In  bonds  of  fraternal 
love,  we  shall  welcome  into  our  union  of  hearts  more  and 
more  of  those  who  come  to  abide  on  our  shores.  Mean- 
while, as  a  community,  we  shall  be  steadily  growing  in  all 
that  is  pure,  and  true,  and  beautiful.  We  shall  rise  into  a 
saintlier  morality,  a  more  full-rounded  mental  culture,  a 
more  generous  manhood,  a  lovelier  grace. 
May  the  coming  years  verify  the  picture.

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CONSTITUTION  AND  BY-LAWS 

OF  THE 

HAWAIIAN  MISSION  CHILDREN'S  SOCIETY. 


PREAMBLE. 

We,  the  Children  of  the  American  Protestant  Mission  to 
the  Hawaiian  Islands,  desiring  to  promote  the  cause  of 
Gospel  Missions,  as  well  as  to  strengthen  the  bond  of 
union  that  naturally  exists  among  us,  do  hereby  organize 
ourselves  into  a  Social  Missionary  Society,  under  the  fol- 
lowing Constitution  and  By-Laws : 

CONSTITUTION. 

Article  1.  This  Society  shall  be  called  "The  Hawaiian 
Mission  Children's  Society." 

Art.  2.  The  design  of  this  Society  is  to  cherish  and 
promote  union  among  its  members,  to  cultivate  in  them  an 
active  missionary  spirit,  to  stir  them  up  to  good  works,  and 
more  especially  to  assist  in  the  support  of  Christian  Missions. 

Art.  3.  The  Officers  of  the  Society  shall  be  a  President, 
Vice  President,  Recording  Secretary,  Corresponding  Secre- 
tary, and  Treasurer,  who  shall  constitute  the  Executive 
Committee  of  the  Society,  and  all  of  whom  shall  be  elected 
by  ballot,  at  the  Annual  Meeting  of  the  Society,  to  hold 
office  for  one  year.  Female  members  of  the  Society  are 
eligible  equally  with  the  male  to  any  of  these  offices. 

Art.  4.  No  one  is  eligible  to  fill  the  office  of  President 
for  two  consecutive  years. 

Art.  5.  At  each  Annual  Meeting  of  the  Society,  two 
members  shall  be  chosen  by  ballot,  who,  together  with  the 
Officers  mentioned  in  Article  3,  shall  constitute  a  Board  of 
Managers,  whose  duty  it  shall  be  to  have  the  general  super- 
intendence of  the  business  of  the  Society,  and  who  shall 
hold  office  for  one  year. 
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Art.  6.  Any  descendant  of  tnose  who  are,  or  have  been 
members  of  the  American  Protestant  Mission  to  these  Isl- 
ands, and  the  descendants  of  all  those  admitted  into  the  So- 
ciety in  accordance  with  Article  7,  are  entitled  to  join  the 
Society  by  paying  into  the  Treasury  the  sum  of  one  dollar 
annually,  which  shall  constitute  one  an  Annual  Member,  or 
paying  at  any  one  time  the  sum  of  ten  dollars,  which  shall 
constitute  one  a  Life  Member. 

Art.  7.  Any  person  not  included  in  the  6th  Article,  may 
be  permitted  to  join  the  Society  upon  the  same  terms  with 
those  who  are,  by  the  consent  of  a  majority  of  the  Board  of 
Managers,  approved  by  a  two-thirds  vote  of  the  members 
present  at  any  regular  meeting  of  the  Society. 

Art.  8.  Any  person  may  be  admitted  as  an  Honorary 
Member  of  this  Society  by  consent  of  a  majority  of  the 
Board  of  Managers,  approved  by  a  unanimous  vote  of  the 
members  present  at  any  regular  meeting  of  the  Society. 

Art.  9.  The  Society  shall  hold  a  regular  meeting  on 
such  a  Saturday  evening  of  each  month  as  it  may  approve, 
and  an  Annual  Meeting  in  May  or  June. 

Art.  10.  Each  member  shall  receive  a  certificate  of  mem- 
bership in  the  following  form,  to  be  signed  by  the  President 
and  countersigned  by  the  Treasurer : 
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Behold  how  good  and  how  pleasant  it  is  for  brothers  to  dwell 
together  in  unity. — Ps.  cxxm  :  1.

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Art.  11.  Alterations  in,  or  additions  to,  this  Constitution, 
may  be  made  at  the  Annual  Meeting,  by  a  vote  of  three- 
fourths  of  the  members  present,  such  alterations  or  additions 
having  been  handed  in,  in  writing,  at  the  previous  meeting 
by  the  Board  of  Managers  or  any  member  of  the  Society. 


BY-LAWS. 
ARTICLE  I.— Of  the  Officers. 

Section  1.  The  President  shall  preside  over  the  meet- 
ings of  the  Society  ;  deliver  an  address  before  the  Society 
at  its  Annual  Meeting,  upon  vacating  his  office ;  appoint 
all  committees,  sign  all  certificates  of  membership;  arrange 
the  programme  of  exercises  for  each  regular  meeting,  con- 
sulting with  the  Chairmen  of  the  various  committees,  and 
he  may  convene  the  Society  to  Special  Meetings  at  his  dis- 
cretion. He  shall  also  be  "  ex  officio  "  President  of  the 
Board  of  Managers. 

Sec  2.  The  Vice  President  shall  audit  the  Annual  Re- 
port of  the  Treasurer,  and  perform  all  the  duties  of  the 
President  in  case  of  his  absence. 

Sec  3.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Recording  Secretary 
to  keep  a  record  of  the  proceedings  of  the  Society  at  its  sev- 
eral meetings,  to  take  charge  of  the  books  and  papers  of  the 
Society,  among  which  shall  be  included  all  reports  and  es- 
says read  before  the  Society,  and  make  out  an  abstract 
report  of  the  proceedings  of  the  Society,  during  his  time  of 
office,  at  its  Annual  Meeting.  He  shall  also  be  "  ex  officio" 
Secretary  of  the  Board  of  Managers. 

Sec  4.  The  Corresponding  Secretary  shall  carry  on  the 
correspondence  of  the  Society  at  home  and  abroad,  and 
report  at  its  Annual  Meeting. 

Sec  5.  The  Treasurer  shall  receive  and  safely  keep  all 
moneys  belonging  to  the  Society ;  pay  over  such  moneys 
as  may  be  directed  from  time  to  time  by  the  Executive 
Committee,  for  the  purpose  of  defraying  such  expenses  as 
shall  have  been  incurred  by  order  of  the  Board  of  Mana- 
gers ;  shall  countersign  all  certificates  of  membership  ;  and 
shall,  at  the  Annual  Meeting  of  the  Society,  present  an  ac* 
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curate  statement  of  the  receipts  and  disbursements  of  the 
Society  during  the  year. 

ARTICLE  II. — Of  the  Executive  Committee. 

Sec.  1.  The  Executive  Committee  shall  draw  all  orders 
on  the  Treasurer,  and  transact  such  other  business  as  may 
be  assigned  them  by  the  Board  of  Managers,  subject  to  the 
approval  of  the  Society. 

Sec.  2.  All  orders  on  the  Treasurer  shall  be  signed  by  at 
least  two  members  of  the  Executive  Committee. 

Sec  3.  The  Executive  Committee  shall  report  to  the 
Board  of  Managers  at  each  regular  meeting  of  the  Board. 

ARTICLE  III. — Of  the  Board  of  Managers. 

Sec  1.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Board  of  Managers  to 
superintend  all  business  transactions  of  the  Society  not  oth- 
erwise provided  for  in  the  Constitution,  and  to  keep  full 
and  correct  minutes  of  all  its  own  proceedings. 

Sec  2.  Any  member  of  the  Society  desiring  to  bring  any 
business  before  the  Board  of  Managers,  shall  make  known 
such  business  in  a  written  application  to  some  member  of 
the  Board,  who  shall  lay  it  before  the  Board  for  their  action 
thereon. 

Sec  3.  The  Board  shall  decide  upon  all  applications  for 
membership  under  Articles  7  and  8  of  the  Constitution,  and 
also  upon  the  disposition  of  the  funds  of  the  Society ;  and 
shall  direct  the  Executive  Committee  in  the  discharge  of 
their  duties. 

Sec  4.  The  Board  shall  hear  the  Report  of  the  Execu- 
tive Committee  at  each  regular  meeting,  and  shall  have 
power  to  revise  or  correct  the  action  of  the  Committee  by 
a  majority  vote. 

Sec  5.  The  Board  may,  by  a  majority  vote,  refer  any 
item  of  business  before  them  to  the  Society  for  more  gen- 
eral discussion  before  deciding  thereon.  Such  reference, 
however,  shall  only  have  the  effect  of  postponing  the  decis- 
ion in  the  Board  until  the  next  regular  meeting  thereof. 

Sec  6.  The  minutes  of  the  Board  shall  be  read  before 
the  Society,  at  each  regular  meeting,  for  approval  and 
adoption. 

3* 
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Sec.  7.  An  appeal  may  be  made  to  the  Society  by  any 
member  thereof,  from  any  action  of  the  Board  as  reported 
in  their  minutes.  If  the  appeal  be  seconded,  it  shall  be  de- 
cided, after  discussion,  by  a  majority  vote.         , 

Sec  8.  The  question  on  such  an  appeal  shall  be  put 
thus :  "  Shall  the  action  of  the  Board  of  Managers  in  this 
instance  be  sustained  ?" 

Sec.  9.  If  the  appeal  be  successful,  the  Society  may  then 
make  such  disposition  of  the  business  as  they  see  fit,  and 
their  decision  is  to  be  regarded  as  final,  and  as  controlling 
the  action  of  the  Board. 

Sec  10.  Any  vacancies  occurring  in  the  Board  of  Mana- 
gers by  death,  or  otherwise,  shall  be  filled  by  regular  elec- 
tion of  the  Society,  at  the  earliest  succeeding  meeting. 

Sec  11.  The  regular  meetings  of  the  Board  shall  be 
held  at  such  time  as  the  Board  may  determine,  within  seven 
days  immediately  preceding  the  regular  meeting  of  the  So- 
ciety. The  Secretary  of  the  Board  shall  keep  a  roll  of  its 
members,  which  shall  be  called  at  each  meeting. 

Sec  12.  Special  meetings  of  the  Board  may  be  called 
by  the  President  at  his  discretion,  or  at  the  request  of  three 
members  thereof. 

Sec  13.  A  majority  shall  constitute  a  working  quorum 
of  the  Board. 

ARTICLE  IV. 

The  members  of  the  Society  are  bound  to  attend  the  regu- 
lar meetings  of  the  Society,  as  far  as  may  be  possible ;  to 
perform  all  such  duties  as  may  from  time  to  time  be  as- 
signed to  them ;  to  collect  all  information  that  may  be  use- 
ful or  interesting  to  the  Society,  and  at  each  regular  meet- 
ing contribute  to  the  funds  of  the  Society,  according  to  their 
generosity  and  means. 

ARTICLE  V. 

The  regular  monthly  meetings  of  the  Society  shall  be 
opened  by  prayer  and  singing ;  the  minutes  of  the  last  meet- 
ing shall  be  read  by  the  Secretary ;  a  collection  shall  be 
taken  up  by  the  Treasurer. 

The  minutes  of  the  Board  of  Managers  shall  be  then  read 
and  acted  upon.     The  entertainment  provided  for  in  Arti-

cies  6  and  7,  shall  then  be  in  order  ;  after  which  the  meet- 
ing shall  be  closed  by  singing. 

The  monthly  meetings  of  the  Society  shall  be  open  to 
such  guests  as  any  of  the  members  may  invite  as  being  in 
sympathy  with  the  Society  and  its  objects. 

ARTICLE  VI.— Rules  of  Order. 

Sec.  1.  In  miscellaneous  business,  no  one  shall  speak 
more  than  five  minutes  at  a  time  without  permission  from 
the  Society. 

Sec.  2.  In  all  other  points  of  order,  the  presiding  officer 
shall  be  guided  by  the  rules  laid  down  in  Cushing's  Manual. 

ARTICLE  VII. 

There  shall  be  a  Committee  of  Three  on  Music,  who 
shall  be  chosen  quarterly,  to  aid  in  providing  for  profitable 
entertainment  of  each  monthly  meeting. 

There  shall  be  a  Committee  of  Four,  consisting  of  two 
ladies  and  two  gentlemen,  to  be  elected  semi-annnally,  to 
conduct  a  monthly  paper,  the  purpose  of  which  shall  be  to 
devslop  more  fully  the  intellectual  resources  of  the  Society 
and  add  to  the  interest  of  each  monthly  meeting. 

ARTICLE  VIII. 

These  By-Laws  may  be  altered  or  annulled  by  a  vote  of 
two-thirds  of  the  members  present  at  any  regular  meeting, 
notice  of  each  amendment  having  been  given  at  the  meet- 
ing next  preceding.
